I believe all the more recent gaseous regulator tubes have a 
little radioactive material added to insure they ionized 
properly. The military just made them include the 
radioactive label. 


Some early gas regulator tubes had a sharp "needle" attached 
to the plate. This gave an exceptionally high field strength 
in the vicinity of the point also leading to quick ionization. 
However, the ionization still occurred at a lower voltage when 
light was present. The radioactive material was added to 
insure stable characteristics and eliminate the higher 
ignition voltage in darkness. 


Looking at an old OA2 datasheet from Amperex, it lists the 
initial breakdown voltage as being 180 volts in moderately 
bright light, while it is 225 volts in darkness. Datasheets 
from newer sources generally list the breakdown as being less 
than 165 volts in light or darkness. The OA2WA is a 
militarized version rated for greater shock and vibration 
resistance. Comparing the datasheets from two OA2WA and two 
@A2 manufacturers, all list the operating voltage as 150 
nominal. 


Many NE-2 and NE-51 neon lamps also contain some radioactivity 
for the same reason - to stabilize the starting ionization 
potential.
